Gentlemen  : 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you 
my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Sanitary  - 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1921. 

There  has  been  a further  improvement  this 
year  over  the  several  preceding  years  in  the  carrying  out  of 
necessary  repairs  to  Cottage  properties. 

NUISAHCaS  ; 

A number  of  nuisances  were  found  and  dealt 
with  during  the  year. 

There  were  6 unabated  nuisances  in  hand  at 
the  close  of  1920  and  115  nuisances  were  found  iri  1921  making 
a total  of  121.  Of  this  number  117  were  abated  leaving  four 
outstanding  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  following  Summary  describes  the  nature 
of  the  said  nuisances  :

The  whole  of  the  refuse  of  the  District  is 
disposed  <*f  by  tipping  upon  land. 

This  method  is  not  considered  satisfactory 
especially  for  night-soil  - from  a Sanitary  standpoint  - 
and  is  sometiiaes  the  cause  of  complaints.  The  Council 
should  therefore  consider  the  advisability  of  dealing 
with  the  refuse  of  the  District  by  means  of  a Destructor. 

The  total  number  of  loads  removed  during  the 
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year  was  2817  as  compared  with  2710  loads  last  year. 

1875  loads  were  deposited  on  land  belonging  to  farmers 
and  942  taken  to  the  tip  in  Lock  Lane* 


SjMAGE  DISPOSAL  v/OHKS.  : 

A fair  effluent  lias  been  maintained  during 


the  year. 

The  land  was  ploughed  up  and  uses.  to  its 
utmost  capacity  which  materially  relieved  and  helped  the 
bacterial  filters  in  their  work  of  purification. 

The  Colliery  spoil  heap  adjoining  the  » 
Sewage  Works  which  was  on  fire  has  now  practically  burnt 
itself  out. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  & HOUSING  ALP  TCd&i  PLAuhli-TG  etc  ACTS  : 


During  the  year  37  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  fomer  and  14  under  the  latter  Acts  . 28  of 

these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  and  23  with  defects 
requiring  attention. 

The  Council’s  Housing  Schem  e has  been 
delayed  owing  to  the  Ministry  'of  Health  refusing  to 
sanction  the  Tenders  for  the  39  Parlour  houses  and  the 
later  policy  of  the  Ministry  in  refusing  to  give 
permission  to  Local  Authorities  for  any  further  soli  erne® 
except  under  special  circumstances. 

Further  Plans  etc  for  a Scullery  Type  house 
were  prepared.  Tenders  obtained  and  submitted  t©  the 
Ministry  of  Health  who  accepted  then  and  gave  sanction 
for  the  erection  of  Ten  houses  in  five  blocks  of  two 
each  as  a first  instalment  of  our  scheme  and  it  is 
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intended  to  apply  to  the  Linistry  of  Health  at  a 
later  date  for  permission  to  erect  more  houses 
upon  the  same  site*
